Wall Plates, box sills, and all joists^ 
studding, rafters and all other 2-inch di- 
mension lumber including plates, headers, 
blocking, cripples, stair landing, horses, 
cornice returns, are all No. 1 yellow pine 
surfaced and edged and cut to fit. Every 
piece is marked. 

Framing I For all window and door 
openings bundled for easy sorting and 
handling. All outside bottom and top 
outside plates notched. We guarantee 
every piece of framing lumber is of proper 
and sufficient size and strength for its 
purpose.
